The Lontdon Standard gives what wears the ap-
pearance of an aathorized account of the recent
visit of General Bourbaki to the Empress Eangenie,
1t says: —*“QGeneral Bourbakl arrived at Oamden
House, Chisichurst, the resldence of the Empress,

on the 27th of September, the very day memntioned |

th the French newspapers ag that on which,
at the hesnd of the lmperial Guard, he had
driven back the enemy’s columns  from
Metz as far as Driey, The arrival of the Goene.
rel was the cause of coosiderable aporehen-
sion to the Empress. At [first she thought
some dreadful catastrophe had happened to the
army of Metz, Her tears were goon allayed, bat
her surprise was great when the CGieneral, replying
to her questions, declared that he had only obeyeil
the orders of the Fmpresa herself in leaving his
command for some Jdays and In coming to Eogland,
Her Majesty hud glven no instractions or commanda,
in word or writing, either to Muarshal Bazaine or to
General Bourbakl, A singular mistake had been
committed, or an inexpileable fraud had besn prac-

ticed. We have giathered the following particuiars
of thia strange occurrence :—I'ne  Empress

when 4 Frenchman, resident in London, presented
himeelf at the Marine Hotel, and sought s intro-
doce himsell to the persops of Der Maojesty's sulte,
This person expreased a profonnd devotlon o the
Jmperinl dynosty, and the most lively regret for the
misfortunes which had befallen it,  In his view the
Empress had made a mistake in guitting the terri-
tory of France; she ought to have gone with her
Ministers to one of the provinces of Yrance, or on
board one of the fron-cinds of the French fleet, and
to have continued o exervise her regular powers.
Not to oppose the revolutionary etovernmant—in
other wonrds, to leave the fleld open to
ita actlon—wns 1o sacritice the lnterests of public
order and to weaken the defenses of Frauce bhelore
the enemy. The enterprising stianger thomght
absolutely necessary that a proclamution should be
addressed by she Fmpresa ltegent to the French
geo le, in order that the functionaries nominated
Lf‘lt e Emperor shonld be acclared fovestsd with
efr fupcuons, notwithstanalng thelr dismisanls
decreed by men destitate of all regular authority.
In a word, he wished to assert the emplre by acts
which would not leave any doabt in toe miods of the
people of France of the strength of 1ts clalim,

determined not Lo wreat for peace with the (Governs
ment of Paris; that the scttled resolution was
1o enter Into negotiations with the legitimate
representatives of the huoperial Government, or
with the Genersl commanding in ohiel of the
armies of France.

Monstear N. appeared Lo
feel certain thut M, Bismarck would, in a
negotiation B conda ted, make overy

conoession compatible with tne Interes's of Ger-
many, and would got luglst on demsnds that woula
compromige the dignity of France. Her Majoesty the
Empress, he added, hegitated to sanction any nego-
tiations with M, Bismarck, She wished, before
taking a part, to confer with one of the chiyfs of the
Army of the Hhine, Marshal Canrobert or General
Bourbaki, The mission of M. N, was to bring one
of fthese two to Eogland, M. Blsmarck evidently
lent himgelf to these pacific hopes. The pasaport
nlfned by himsell wias proof suiticlent on that polot.
After much hesitation, laduced by the concurrence
of truth-like appearances, vielding to afecling of
great respect, and pot wishing to place any ob-
stacle in the way of concluding an honorable
peace, Marshal Bazaine resolved to call to his
ald General Bourbaki, Marshal Oaorobert, safler-
ing from lameness, could not oaodertake a
*uurney 80 fatigniog and 8o rapld. deneral Bour-
ki, solleited to go to Eugland, immediately repiled
that he could not leave nis command because his
leaving would be loterpreted as a desertion of hls
duty, The Murshal soothed the honest scraples of
the Genernl by sending hun a written order, and
drew up fer the Army of the Rhine an order of the
day which explained the reasoqd of this temporary
absepce, Genernl dourbakl aotfed at once his unl-
form, paton the attire of & civillan, and left with
Mongieur N., who was instructed to conduct him
through the enemy's lines. It wia at nightfall that
the two fravellers arrived st tie advanced posts of
the Prussians. A purley was sounded, vut was
not heard, apd thelr journey was put off il
the following morning. Outhe 25th the lines were
asped  without any hindrance, and
)y @& Prusslan Colonel made his appsarance, who,
for twenty-four hours, walted the retarn of M, N,
This officer himselr condnetad the travellers to the
beadquerters of Prince Frederick Charles. Tne
Freneh Geperal was determined to preserve the
strictest incoguito. Herefused to be lntroduoced to
the Prince, and even to return the visis of the Chief
of the Stal and Major-General of the Prossian argly
who called to present his respects. While M, N, re-
mained at the quarters of Prioce Fredoriok Uharles,
the General was conducted 1o the nearest gtavion of
the rallrond, A specisl traln has been ordersd at
the expense of the Prussian statl, General Doorbakl
was rapidly earried to the Belgian frontler, It wus
imposgible 1o have acted with more courtesy or with

Prussinn Movements.

VErsAarLLEs, Oct. 8 (via Berlin and London.)
—Oflicial advices from Epinal, received to-day,
announce that the new French Corps which
arrived there a few daye ago hasfled. Bome of
the troops went to Belfort, but by far. the
greater part went towards Dijon by rail. The
population, freed from their presence, showed o
concilintory spirit. The Prussians oceupy
Vesoul, the capital of the Department of
Haute-Baone, tweniy-seven milea f{rom Be-
sancon.

The Balloon Service.

Touns, Oct. 19.—A credit for one hundred
thousand francs has been opened by the Govern-
ment for the balloon service. The railroad
companies have been ordered to organize a
speclal service for the movement of troops.

Melon was occupled by franc-tireurs on
the 17th, after defeating the Prussian detach-
ment which was in possession of the town,

Henvy Exnctlons.

The Prussians have exacted heavy contribu-

tions from Chorme-sur-Moselle, in the Depart-

| ment of the Vosges, near Fpinal, threatening

the town with destruction in case of refusal.

Large bodies of troops continue to pass
through Tours from the South of France, on
the way Lo the scene of the expected battle on
the Loire. The Prussians are still encamped ot
Bellalr, between Meung and Btaye.

Riot nt St. Malo.

Loxpox, Oct. 19.—A riot occurred yesterday

at Bt. Malo, a seaport on the English Channel,

i 1n the Department of Ille-et-Villine. A mob at-

tempted to prevent the shipment of a lot of
copper on board an English vessel. Troops
were called out to repress the disorder, and they
too were assailed with stones and elubs. Order
was ol last restored and the leaders of the riot
secured. Many persons were badly injured.
The soldiers suffered most, as they were re-
Juctant to use their firearms.
Prussin Snld te be Rendy for Peace.

Loxpon, Oct. 19.—The Vienna correspondent
of the Standard says it s generally believed
that Prassia would now gladly accept Interven-
tion, which would tend to relleve her from o
winter campalgn.

Prussia has encountered Innumerable difi-
culties in providing clothing, shelter, and sop-
plies, and stress is laid on Count Blsmarck's re-
pudiations of the “‘Crime el Prosecuting the
War a la oulirance,"

Thiers’ Diplomncy.

Loxpon, Oct. 19.—It 18 now sald that M.
Thiers never asked the neutral powers for any
fntervention further than was necessary Lo sus-
taln eome form of government in France.

The Paris Bombardment.

‘Correspondents at Versallles are unanimous
in the belief that a general bombardment will
not opened for at least a fortnight, until
every gun s in position,

The Prussians find gevere measures necessary
in order to repress lawlessness among the
French in their rear and around them.

The Battle at Orleans.

Loxpox, Oct. 19.--The expected battle at
Orleans has occurred. After gix honrs' defense
of the city the French fled. They evacuated
tbe town so precipitately that they had not
time to blow up the bridge over the Loire,which
they bad already mined for the purpose. The
forces engaged were about equal. No further
perticulars bave been received.

A Bkirmish nt Etival.

At Ftival yesterday a force of three thousand |

and eight hundred Germans encountered about
elght thousand French, mainly Mouiles. After
a short combat the French wore defeated and
driven off.

The Prussian Supplles.

The Germans are now fed from supplies cap-
tured in Normandy sod at Orleans, The rall-
road communlcation to the Rhiue is now fully
restored, and provisions are coming forward
fiom Germany.

Huomanlty of the Frussinns.

The Gaulois ndmits that the Praossians are
passive through the bumane desire to avold
ureless bloodshed, and belleves that they count
upon makivg short work of Parls when the
guns are all placed in position. Besldes, as
Parls is known to be short of food, why may
not Bismarck prefer to awalt starvation as his
ally ?

FROM NEW YORK

Natlonal Unltnrian Cenference.

New Yorg, Oct. 19.—The National Unitariau
Conference opened its sesslons this morning at
the Rev. Mr. Hepworth's church. The attend-
ance was unexpectedly large, and included
many of the most prominent elergymen and
.avmen of the denomination. An hour before
proceeding to business the Conference was oc-
cupied in devotional exercises, after which the
preliminary arrangemecnts for organization
having been effected, the Rev. Dr. Bellows read
the annual report of the Natlonal Conference.

The document proceeds to review the work
and results of the past year. It Is stated that
the local conferences are all prosperous and in-
creassing In activity, The councils recommend
a stated tribunal for the examination of all
niintsters deglring to come to this from other
denominations, and that the two theclogical
gchools also offer six months' gratuitousinstroe-
tion to all comers from other sects. The pro-
posed Upitarian Church in Parls has been given
for the present into the hands of the onealready
exlstingg under the Rev. Mr. Cockerell. Dr,
Bellows, in passing, said that France now, for
the first time in her history, enjoyed religloas
liberty, and the eame fact was now Lrue of Ialy
since the downfall of the Pope. It therelore
becomes our body to watch the movements of
the free Protestant ministers ln Europe, and
the councll recommends a delezation to the
Protestant Verein soon to meet In Berllu.

The Unitarian cause in England is also reported
steadlly advancing, and the sdmission of a
Unitarian mivister to the commission for the
revision of the Beriptures 18 a fact of striking
significance. The council also recommend o
the conference measurcs for the erection of o
Unitarian church at Washington, D, C., which
ceity Is rapldly becoming the centre of
Hiterary a8 well as politieal lofluence;
and the interests of the denomination require
ap attractive and commanding edifice In which
the best preaching of the denomination should
be maintained duriog the session of Congress,
and recommends the raising of €100,000
by ,the fleading Unitarians of the ecountry
for the erection of a suitable natiosal
Unitarian church in Washington.

The subject of the National Unitarian Review
has been entrusted to tha Revs. E, E. Hale and
J. H. Allen, but the denomination had failed to
support it, and the council deplore that there is
no prospect that the review could be properly
malptained. | the past year the book de-
partment of the denomination bas become, as

never before, self-supporting. Dr. Bdlows, in
the closing paseages referring to the proposed
diecussions on the new ereed of the Chuarch, was
highly conclliatory, and counselled forbearance,
self-control, and reepect for the opilnions of
others,
